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Laneaster County (Pa.), in the early days of the nation, was 4 
“Promised Land” to the Scotch-Irish settlers. It is with great regret 
that we notice the passing of this sect from the vicinity which has 
given it shelter for two hundred years. 


It is the earnest desire of the editors of this little booklet to 
bring together a part of one of these old families, to refresh the 
memories of the older generation, and enlighten the minds of the 
younger generation. Circumstances have recently arisen which have 
made this possible, hence this book. 


John Buyers, who emigrated in 1735, was the father of the Buy- 
ers family in America. We have no record of his brothers or sis- 
ters with the exception of his sister, Catherine, who emigrated with 
him and his wife. ) 


Robert Buyers, son of John Buyers, is the next in direct descent. 
We have not attempted to follow his brothers or sisters, but have 
traced his children and their various branches down to the present 
time, with the axception of his son George, of whom we have 10 
record beyond the fact that be settled in Pittsburgh. 


The asterisk (*) appearing in numerous places in the book de- 
notes the line of direct descent of the present day Buyers family.

this Province, against all hostlle ente®rprizes, and for the defence 
of Ameriean Liberty. “Vou are therefore carefully and dil'gently 
tc discharge the duty of a Caopteln as aforesatc by doing and per- 
forming -all manner of things thereunto belcnging. And we do 
strictly charge and recuire all officergtund soliiers under your 
command to. be abedlent to your orders ag their Captain. Ard you 
ure to observe and fullow such orders, and directions, from tine 
to time as you shall rece've from the Assembly duridg their ses- 
sions: and Im thelr recess {rom the Presentor, any future Coin- 
Miittee of safety appointed by the Assembiy of this Province: or 
from your Superior Officer aecording to the Rules and Reguations 
for the better Government of the Milttary Assoclation in Pen- 
sylvania, and Pursuant to the Trust reposed in you. tbis Com- 
Mission ta continue in foree until revoked by the Assembly, or 
by the present,. or any succecding Committee of Safety.

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The muster roll is now in possession of Eliza Buyers, Coatesville, 
Pa. The heading of said rol) is as follows: 


“Muster rolt of the jst Camp, Sth Battalion of Lance. Co, 
Militia in Province of Penn., Commended by Col. James Crawford 
and Capt. Robert Buyers. Baergen Town Camp, Sept. 4, 1776." 

(This was known as the ‘Flying Camp.’’) 


Captain Buyers commanded his company In the battles of King's Bridge 
and Long Istand. James Crawford, father of Thomas Crawford, who mar- 
ried Letitia Buyers, of the third generation, was Colonel of the regiment 
to which Capt. Buyers’ Company belonged. Other members of this regi- 
Incnt were: ; 

Major William Fullerton, Major GeO. Stuart, Chaplain Jchn Wood- 
hull, Adj. William Scott and Standard bearer James Montgomery. In 
the list of privates appear the names of several Galts and Armors. This 
Company was often alluded to ss ‘‘The Flower of Sallsbury Township.’ 


Captain Buyers’ discharge from the service is in possession of Dr. 
BE. &. Buyers. Norristown, P4., and reads as follows: 


“Stoney Ridge, Somerset County, March 8th, 1777. 


Ey virtue of Generali Green's Discharge for my Battalion and 
1iso for Capt. Buyers Company who Wag joined thereto at this 
Station, I do hereby Discharge the said Cant. Buyers and his 
Company, and order them to leave the Publick Arms and Ac- 
coutrements with the Commissary at Philadelphia.

*Robert Armor Buyers, son of Capt. Rohert Buyers and Jean Buyers, 
succeeded his father on the origina] Buyers farm at Buyerstown. He 
remmained on the farm until his death in 1816, when he was buried in 
Peque? Cemetery, Lance. Co., In which his father, Capt. Robert Buyers, 
his Zrandfather, John Buyers, and their wives are buried. 


*James Armour Huyers, son of Robert A. Buyers and Elizabeth Buyers. 
with his brother John McCally Buyers, came into possession of the farm 
upon the death of his father. 


When the Clvil War of 1861 broke out, hle two sons, John, the eldest, 
and James, enlisted in the Union Army, John in the 13th Illino‘s, and 
bie in a Penna. regiment. Smith P., the youngest S0n, remained on 
the farm. 


Upon leaving the service in the Union Army, John returned to Ster- 
ling, illlnois, and located on a farm in that vicinity. James returned to 
Penna and Jocated at Wayoesburd, Chester Co., now known ag Honey 
Brcok. Smith P. Suyers. youngest son of James A. Buyers, lived on the 
farm of his fathers until 1893, when he removed to Honey Hrock, Pa. 


The old BuYers furm Is now in the possession of William Caldwell, 
of the fifth generation. 
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
